Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  addressed  to 
The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  1945.  This  you  will  see  is  in  format  the 
same  as  the  Reports  for  the  previous  two  years  which  I  hope  will 
afford  greater  ease  of  comparison  than  if  the  report  were 
embodied  in  book  form. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  of  epidemic  form  but 
fortunately  this  was  mild  and  there  were  no  fatal  cases. 

The  birth  rate  is  down  on  1944  but  up  on  1943. 

The  question  of  water  supply  in  the  district  has  been 
very  much  in  our  minds,  and  as  soon  as  cirmumstances  permit  it 
is  hoped  to  produce  a  joint  report  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Surveyor’s  Department  on  the  general  questions  arising  on 
housing,  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  whole  district. 

The  position  as  regards  diphtheria  immunisation  is  still 
not  as  satisfactory  as  I  should  wish.  Since  the  last  report  the 
immunisation  of  children  in  the  1-5  age  group  has  become  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council,  but  since  the  scheme 
adopted  was  very  much  the  same  as  the  one  already  existent  in 
this  area  it  does  not  seem  to  have  had  any  effect  on  the  figures. 
Although  I  think  that  90%  and  86%  are  good  and  would  compare 
favourably  with  the  general  percentage  in  the  country,  I  still 
feel  that  the  target  should  be  100%. 

May  I  express  my  gratitude  for  the  extremely  helpful 
attitude  of  the  Council  towards  any  suggestion  I  have  been  able 
to  make,  and  acknowledge  the  assistance  given  to  me  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  department.
